ABATE WEED NUISANCE. 


Mrs. H. W. Harris, Presid ent, to Call 
a Meeting to Consid er the 
Und ertaking. 


The Town Improv ement leagu e, 
composed ex clu siv ely of women, 
will likely enter u pon the task of 
cleaning u p the streets, alley s and 
v acant lots of the city prior to the 
second annu al State Fair, Au gu st 
i8 to 2 3 inclu siv e, as su ggested by 
the D emocrat y esterd ay . 
The leagu e is an au x iliary of the 
Dau ghters of the American Rev o­ 
lu tion, althou gh its membership is 
by no means confined to that or­ 
ganization, any woman being eli­ 
gible to join u pon the pay ment of 
$i apu u al d u es. 
Ev ery clu b in the 
city is represented in the leagu e 
membership, and once they u nd er­ 
take any thing the word fail is not 
known. 
Mrs. Henry W . Harris is presi­ 
d ent of the leagu e, Mrs. J. R. Bar­ 
rett is secretary and Miss Gertru d e 
Smith is treasu rer. 
Mrs. Harris 
was seen by a reporter last night 
and stated that the D e m oc r at 
’ s 
su ggestion of y esterd ay was a gcod 
and was in line with work 


men in the city and some of the 
v ery best w'oikers, too. 
The D e m oc r at 
feels satisfied 
that if Mrs. Harris will call a 
meeting of the leagu e before the 
close of the present month and ap­ 
point a soliciting committee of 
from eight or twelv e lad ies that 
$4 00 or $5 00 can be raised withou t 
the least d ifficu lty , and this will be 
a su fficient su m to hav e the work 
d one.

H. Smith retu rned recently 
from a v isit in Ohio and was v ery 
fav orably impressed with the sy s­ 
tem of electric railway s now being 
constru cted throu ghou t that state. 
“ That is what we need in Mis­ 
sou ri,” said Mr. Smith to the 


D e m oc r at 
y esterd ay , “ and the 
sooner we begin the woik the bet­ 
ter.” 
Thu s believ ing, Mr. Smith wil 
no d ou bt join the D e m oc r at

in the Marshall Democrat-News o 
Tu esd ay : 
We are now liv ing in the age of 
electricity rather than of steam. 
Tru e, the trolley has nev er y et su ­ 
persed ed the locomotiv e on tie 
railroad s, bu t it is probable that 
this fact is largely d u e to the im­ 
mense capital alread y inv ested in 
the present equ ipment and to the 
relu ctance of the railroad interests 
to embark, sooner than they are 
forced to d o it, on a change so rev ­ 
olu tionary and costly . 
Meanwhile, it is ev ery where ad ­ 
mitted that electrical railway s are, 
particu larly for lines not requ iring 
the highest s{.eed and the heav iest 
traffic, incomparably cheaper to in­ 
stall and operate than steam lines. 
They are springing u p ev ery where 
between ad joining towns; the east­ 
ern and most thickly settled part of 
the United States is alread y cov 
ered by a perfect network of them. 
There are nu mbers of them in Mis­ 
sou ri, and scarcely a week passes 
withou t newspaper mention of new 
lines contemplated in this state. 
This brings u s to the qu estion as 
to why an electrict line from Miami 
throu gh Marshall to Sed alia wou ld 
not be the best solu tion of the long 
d iscu ssed north and sou th railway 
problem. 
Hope d eferred for the 
coming of that road has long mad e 
sick the hearts of those who pu t 
their tru st in repeated promises. It 
seems reasonably certain that the 
road as once planned will nev er be 
bu ilt. 
Yet there is a d emand for it for 
local traffic, for connection betweeu 
these important railway sy stems, 
and for the d ev elopment and mar­ 
keting of the u nd ou bted ly great 
d eposits of coal in the sou thern

Williston Tbinks Skull Found 
Was of a Prehistoric Man.

T he belief that the skull found last 
March near Lansing, Kas., is that 
of a prehistoric man is supported 
by Prof. S. W . Wiiliston, of the 
Kansas university. Prof. Wiiliston 
has declared positively that there 
was no doui3t that 
the 
Lansing 
specimen was the oldest authenti­ 
cated human remains thus far dis- 
covert d in America. 
T h i skull was found in frag­ 
ments on a farm two and a half 
miles southeast of Lansing, Kas., 
on TSk irch 23, where the men were 
excavating for a tunnel. 
Spaaking of his examination of 
the J Idce were the skull was found. 
Prof. Wiiliston said : 
“ There is absolutely no evidence 
of 
intrusion 
or 
caliusion. 
The 
skull was twenty-four feet below 
the surface of the earth, in what is 
known as river loess, at a level of 
about fifty feet above the present 
bed of the Missouri river. In other 
words, 
since 
the deposit of the 
skeleton 
the 
bed 
of 
the river 
has 
fallen 
fifty 
feet, 
indicating 
the great antiquity of the remains. 
T he deposit must have been made 
immediately 
subsequent 
to 
the

Dnft Begged to Be Forgiven by the 
Father of His Vietini— Forgive­ 
ness Was Ga anted. 


A t Greenville, 
Tuesdiy, 
Ashley Cocke 
and Tom Lauder­ 
dale were 
publicly hanged for the 
murder of G. M. W ray on Decem­ 
ber 30 last.

$ t, ioo in bank that would be paid 
for the slaughter of eleven men 
who were responsible for his death

the gallows.

last word 
was an oath. 
Lauderdale said he did not want 
any d— d lies printed about his exe­ 
cution. 
W hen 
asked 
if he had

plied “ no. ” 
The caps were then

within the jail, and the trap fell.

Cocke was dead in eleven minutes 
and Lauderdale
